Approximately SOO bodies have* been 
recovered and are now being tagged at 
the morgues of Bellevue hospital and 
Harlem. 
Divers were still busy at a 
lase hour laking bodies from the hold 
of the vessel, which they say Is choked 
with 
the remains of human 
beings, 
w hile tho bodies of scores who leaped 
or were thrown into the river have not 
been recovered. 
Great preparations had been made 
for the seventh annual excursion of 
the Sunday school of St. Mark's Ger­

T h ere were 
questions, entreaties, orders, and then 
the ob ject of all th** trouble cam e in. 
And. lo, lie w as himself ii clergym an, 
known to m any iu th a t assem bly of 
onlookers. 
H e had ju st gone into tin* 
w ater because it felt good. H e was not 
arrested, but he was called upon by 
the m agistrates, by medical men. by 
leading mend)/ rn of his congregation. 
In 
other 
m atters 
la* 
seemed 
sane 
enough, an d he w as a satisfa cto ry cler­ 
gym an. but for the better p a rt of ten 
years he w a s looked upon as a sort of 
harm less m onom aniac, for he would go 
Into the sea to bathe. 
In those d ays all England drank tea 
and rich 
wines and drank 
them In 
g reat quantities, and some ten years 
a fter 
th a t 
m em orable 
m orning 
on 
Brighton 
beach certain fam ous L on ­ 
don physicians announced th a t their 
gouty and palsied and dyspeptic p a­ 
tients should betake th em selves down 
to P o rtsm o u th and b ath e iii the sea. 
Fash ion ab le London wondered for si 
day, 
but 
some one rem em bered 
the 
elder Plin y had said som ething about 
bathing In th** ocean, and some one 
else had on ce heard his gran d m oth er 
recom m end hot sea w a te r as a cure 
for som ething, and fashionable London 
went to P ortsm ou th . 
Sw ift 
and Pope and 
Addison 
had 
never d ream ed of th a t exodus. 
Even 
garrulous Depys had failed to foresee 
it. 
B ut it w as so real a thing th at 
B ath JI ml Bristol and T unbridge W ells 
and the oth er great Inland spas wen* 
deserted. 
Mr. Fow p er w as moved to 
verse on th/* subject: 


B u t now alike gay willow, virgin, wife. 
Ingenious to diversify dull life, 
In couches, chaises, ca ra v a n s and hoys, 
Fly to the coast for daily, nightly joys, 
And all impatient of dry land agree 
W ith one consent to rush into the sea. 


So th** b ath s to cu re both real and 
Im aginary diseases paved the w ay to 
th e day of baths for pleasure merely. 
And th e medicinal b ath s of those d ay s 
Aver** very elaborate affairs, whoso con- 
splcuous (usually Moorish) style of a r ­ 
ch itecture, placed well out on som e 
point /if th/* beach, covered lounging 
rooms an d card room s and cafes as 
well as th/* baths them selves. 
B u t th** era of mixed bath in g w as not 
yet. 
Men and wom en “dipped” sep­ 
arately and w arm ed them selves before 
sep arate fireplaces on coining out and 
w ere sep arately dosed xvith sea w a te r 
and milk 
“lightly boiled and tinged 
with t a r t a r .” and there w ere sep arate 
learned faculties to advise the bathers 
when and how to bathe. 
F ifty y e ars 
were to pass before “open” bathing, as 
th** alarm ed ones described It, cam e to 
agitate staid England. 
L<»ng before th a t day , howev 
tire bathing bad capture/1 M arg ate and 
Scarborough and Brighton, 
and 
the 
clergy m an of thirty y e ars before, if lie 
w as rem em bered a t all in the midst of 
th at gay life, w as spoken of with re v er­ 
ent gratitude. 


And so on M arg ate’s eanilB the British 
fair, 
Safe in the flood, the curling surges dare, 


caroled one of the enthusiastic poets 
of the time, continuing-some ten lines 
farth er down to ach ise his readers th at 
“the 
B ritish 
fair,” 
after 
all, 
resent 
bled “ shrouded corpses” rather mort 
than an yth in g more startling. 
Apparently, however, 
the 
men 
of 
Georgian days took less kindly to tilt 
shrouds. 
From the veracious account 
of the m isadventure of the Yorkshire. 
squire in “ H um phry ('lin k er” it m ay 
even la* assum ed that they w ere not 
tie rigueur according to th** rather lax 
stan d ard of the tw entieth century, for 
Mr, Smollett has left oil record how 
th** squire’s faithful servan t, to whom 
sea bathing Wits ii novelty, saw his 
m aster, 
its 
lie 
thought, 
drowning 
Blunging In to the rescue, he got Un 
gentlem an by the e a r after ii terrifh 
s tru g g le an/1 landed him stark naked 
on tin* beach before the rank and fa sh ­ 
ion of tin* place. 
“ And this Incident so 
mortified the squire, who had a g reat 
idea of his own dignity, that lie left 
Scarborough at once.” 
Smollett, by the way, w as hims elf an 
enthusiast on Hie subject et sea bath 
ing. 
“ You cannot conceive,” In* w rote 
a 
friend, **v. lint ti 
flood of spirit 
ii 
gives ami bow it braces every sinew 
of the human 
flam e.” 
And In* de­ 
votes si full page in one of bis novels 
to describing minutely those unpictur- 
es<pi** and uncom fortable bathing m a­ 


c h i n e s which England still Insists upon 
j using. 
B righton was perhaps the most pop- 
I alar *9 England's seashore resorts of 
tin* last few years of the eighteenth 
century. It was the fashion to go there 
and possibly just a 
little dangerous, 
too, for the Bon Ton Intelligencer in 
one of its weekly Issues in I TD I bas 
this to wty: "T h e b ath ers at Brighton 
complain bitterly ut the trouble they 


have In pulling th** young gentlem en 
out of the sea Atlee they have cut off 
their c u e s . 
THI one of tiles** docked 
fashionable* is Jro w n ed from this cir­ 
cu m stan ce th** rag e of cropping 
the 
hair will not w e a r ou t.” 
At that period am ong the well known 
folk bathing on th** Brighton 
beach 
w ere the Brine** of W ales (afte rw ard 
Georg** IV.I, Mr. and Mrs. Thrule and 
F a n n y Burney, 
Of course Mrs. Thrall* 
had Dr. Sam u el Johnson to stay with 
them , anti she insisted that “ her levia­ 
th a n ” should bathe for his gout. 
“ I 
have no heart to go Into the sea,” he 
wrote plaintively hack to London, “and 
have yet been there three tim es.” 
Fan n y Burney and Mrs. Thnile, on 
tlm other 
hand, 
w ere 
no 
such 
half 
hearted lovers of the ocean. 
On one 
November m orning they went into tin* 
w ater at d, returning home to dress by 
candlelight, which does not quite bear 
out a certain idea of today that th** la­ 
d ie s 
of 
th a t 
tim e 
w ere 
hysterical, 
swooning cl eat tires. 
B y this se JI bathing had cross* si over 
to the continent, w here it at once look 
a strong hold on 
the popular 
taste. 
F ro m Holland to th e coast of southern 
F ra n c e society w as “during th** cu rl­ 
ing surges,” but the corpse ami shroud 
combination wjim almost from the first 
unpopular. T h e “beach girls” of today 
had not yet m ade their picturesque ad ­ 
vent, to he sure, but everything, anl- 
rnate and Inanim ate, seemed conjoined 
to lunk** sea b ath in g m ore com fortable 
and 
less 
cu m b ersom e 
than 
it 
w as 
across til** channel.
